The News suggests 
asa remedy that, flast, a clause be inserted 
in the lease comp ling a) ranchvas leasing 
from the government to protect their rauyes 
by a system of fire guards, Second, that 
railroads be compelled to plough a guard ofsix 
furrows two hundred and fifty feet from each 
xide of thetrack, and third, that the assem. 
bly protect the unoccupied areas by a grant 
from the public monies for that purpose. It 
is claimec that guards could be made for 88 
pertmile, This may be a good scheine for 
the plain couutry of the south, but in the 
wooded districts each person will have to 
take the steps needed to protect and save his 
own property. 


Some time ago a statement was published 
in the Suskatchewan of Prince Albert, and 
noticea by the Bulletin, to the effect, that 
a sparate school districe had been organized 
and aschoolrun in which there was only 
21,590 assessable property.

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RAILROADS FOR EDMONTON 

After many years weary waiting it seems 
as though the people living along the 
Saskatchewan river are at last to have rail- 
road communication with the outside world, 
The settlers here have had their hopes raised 
#0 many times by charte s granted to com- 
panies to build into this country, and 
promises made, only to be disappointed in 
their expectations, that it would be an 
unpardonable cruelty to again hold forth 
hopes that were not pretty sure of realiza- 
tion. The greatest Cisappointment was 


when the main line of the C. P. R. instead 


of following the route at first decided on 
along the North Saskatchewan river, as the 
most suitable, was abandoned for some 
unknown reason, for the one now followed 
over the bare plains of the south, Last 
year they again were doomed to disappoint- 
nent when the promises made and expecta 
tions entertained of the Great Northern 
road from Calgary failed to materialize, Ut 
isthen no Wonder that everv one here take 
with agrain of salt any newspaper reports 
about railroads coming into this district, 
The movements of some of the great railway 
companies this fall have however revived the 
hopes of many, and with some have been 
sufficient to persuade them that the waters 
of the North Saskatchewan will be tapped bs 
aline or lines of railway before 1890 \ loses, 
and Prince Albert and Battletord, and soon 
after Edmoncon brought within a few hours 
travel of the centres of business and population 
in theeast. The first wove in this direction 
was made by the C. P. R. getting control of 
and beginning work on the R. & L. L.; the 
road that was so heavily subsidized by the 
Dominion government last winter. So 
rapidly has this road been pushed, that the 
assumption made is warranted, that it will 
be built to Saskatoon before Christnias and a 
bridge built over the the South Branch this 
winter readyfor operations on the north 
side in the early spring. The next move 
was by the Great Northwest Central, the 
successor to the old Souris & Rock Mountain 
road, in connection with which there has 
been more boodling than any other in the 
west, The directors of this company claim 
that they have sold out toa syndicate of 
English capitalists who would at once go on 
with its construction, Some color was 
given to this statement by work commence: 
ing at Brandon, and now there are enough 
men at work to complete the first fifty miles 
west this fall. The company state they will 
make every arrangement this Winter to 
vigorousl< push the line on to Battleford 
next year. From this it will be seen that 
railway connection with the waters of the 
Saskatchewan at Prince Albert,by the C PLR. 
and at Battleford, by the Great Northwest 
Central, is almost @ certainty within the 
next twelve months, The Northern Pacifle 
it now appears is moving in the same diree- 
tion, For some time it has been the desire 
of this corporation to form an alliance with 
some road that would enable it to to reach 
the Atlantic seaboard, Such an ally has

THE LATE SENATOR HARDISTY. 


Calzary Tribane; The late Mr. Hardisty 
was born at Moose Factory, James Bay, 
about fifty nine years ago, his father being a 
native of the South of England, but being 
engaged inthe H. B. Co’s. service. Atan 
early aye he Was sent to Red River, now 
Winnipeg, with his two brothers, and was 
educated at what has since developed into 
St. John’s college by a Mr. McCallum, of 
whom he often spoke very highly. At the 
age of seventeen he entered the H. B. Co’s, 
service and was sent first to Lake Manitoba, 
and afterwards to various posts, such as 
Carlton, Prince Aibert, Edmonton, ete. On 
the 20th of September, 1865, he was married 
to the eldest daughter of the late Rev. Geo. 
McDougall, then Methodist missionary at 
Victoria on the North Saskatchan. His rise 
in the Company’s service was very rapid, 
and nearly twenty years ago he was madea 
chief factor of the company. Since that 
time he has resided chiefly at Edmonton, 
with the exception of two years, when he 
lived at Calgary. About two years ago he 
was made inspecting chief factor of the com- 
pany, a position which had remained vacant 
since the resignation of the Hon. Robert 
Hamilton, now of Peterboro, Ontario. Early 
in the spring of this year Mr. Hardisty bade 
his family good bye for the suminer, to go 
ou aninspection tour in the far north, and 
other districts. On September 20th he was 
at Prince Albert and telegraphed Mrs, 
Hardisty. Fom there he set out for Winni- . 
peg, where he purposed being fora few 
weeks making his reports, and then his 
plans were formed to have his family meet 
him at Calgary on his way home, but just 
when he reached the railroad he was thrown 
froin his conveyance and received fatal 
injuries, 

During his life time he has seen many 
changes in the great Northwest, and we 
believe we are safein saying that vo book 
has been written on the country of which | 
the writer did not obtain a great deal of his 
information from Mr. Hardisty. No man 
knew the country better. No man within the | 
borders of this great country had a greater 
number of friends, and no man that ever 


lived inthe country has done more for his 
fellow creatures by whom he was surround- 
ed than Mr. Hardisty, He will be mueh | 
mourned in many homesof the rich and 
great both in the east and in the old country; 
but he will also be mourned to a greater 
degree among the half breeds and Indians in 
this country, to whom he was at all times 
the kindest of frieids. Of his brothers and 
sisters five survive him, viz: Lady Smith of 
Montreal, Mra, MePherson of Morley, Mrs. 
Ferris in the far north, Mr. Geo, Hardisty at 
Edmonton, and another brother in Montreal, 
He wasone of those menof whom it can 
justiy be said: ‘Hie bore the character of a 
Diameless life.”

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THE EXHIBITION. 

THE exhibition held last week could not be 
called, in many respects, as great a success 
as those formerly held here or that it would 
have been this vear if sufficient interest had 
been taken in it. Without 
coroperation of the farmers and citizens, 
with the directors, no exhibition of this kind 
can be made a success, and unless it is made 
a success itis practically useless, and may 
become an evil, by conveying a false impres- 
sion of the wealth and capabilities of the 
country. There were just as good and 
possibly better stock lefS at home by many 


farmers as those exhibited by others, Any | 


one, forinstance, who has gone through 
this district and seen the large number of 
fine hogs would be surprised at not seeing 
one exhibited. It was but little better in 
the cattle exhibit. Two cows, two yoke of 
oxen, ete., isno shewing for this district 
vith its hundreds of as fine grade cattle as 
ever roamed a pasture; and to a certain 
extent the same could be said of nearly 
every classon the entry paper with the 
exception of horses and one or two others. 
There were no less than 58 articles for which 
there was only one exhibitor, and some in 
which there were none at all. This is not as 
it should be andas it would be, if every 
thing was all right. There is something 
wrong somewhere and it should be the 
business of the members of the society to 
see what itis, and make it right before the 
next exhibition. No doubt the smallness of 
the prizes offered had something to do with 
it as many consider it not worth while to go 
to the necessary trouble to prepare exhibits 
for the chance of winning so smalla_ prize. 
The exhibition is not directly a money mak- 
ing institution but yet to make it a success 
prizes large enough to inspire keen competi 
tion should be offered. If however enough 
money can not be secured for this, lessen the 
number of classes or articles for which prizes 
are now given and instead of spreading it 
over so many in such small sums give larger 


| ones to the most important classes by ontting 


off altogether the unimportant, and eneour- 


| age the merchants and others to supplement 


the prize list by giving special prizes, of 
which there were none whatever. offered this 
year.
